PROPOSED CHANGE TO BYLAWS AND RULES OF PROCEDURE 
Annual Membership Period 


At the October general meeting, it was moved and seconded 
that the current method of calculating annual memberships be 
changed to allow memberships to run for one full year from the 
month during which the membership becomes effective. Currently, 
under the current bylaws, memberships started in the middle af 
the calendar year must be prorated on a quarterly basis. This 
method was incorporated before the advent of computer-generated 
membership accounting to make it easier on the membership 
chairperson. However, it has been found that most mail-in 
memberships have been for the full year membership, rather than 
prorated. This could create quite a few headaches for the 
membership chairman and the treasurer, as quite a few refund 
checks for the overpayment would have toa be issued. 

The proposed change would allow the membership list to be 
coded with an expiration date one year from the start of the 
membership. This expiration date would also appear on the 
newsletter mailing label, making it possible for the member to 
Know when his/her membership expired. Renewal notices can also 
be sent to the member the month prior to expiration. 

Currently, the By-Laws read: 


Article II: DUES 
Section 1. Dues will be assessed om an annual basis and 
shall be prorated quarterly, to the first day of the quarter 
during which an application for membership is approved. 


Proposed change: 


Article Il: DUES 
Section 1. Dues will be assessed on an annual basis and 
membership shall be in effect for one full year from the month 
in which application for membership is approved. 


The membershio will vate on this change at the November 
general meeting.

The Mat-Su Valley and Seward disasters started on about the 9th of October when KL7JKW 
and KL7LA noticed that the rivers were rapidly rising. The word was spread among the 
Ham community in the Valley to keep everyone aware of the problem. By the 10th approx- 
imately 15 Hams were in operation. Then as the rivers overflowed and communications 
were getting tied up things really got going. On the afternoon 10 October WB7SFO 
was basically pushed into the job of net control. Then at about noon on 11 October 
a QST QST went out over the 34/94 machine that Hams were needed in many places. By 
12 October 36 Hams were in operation in many places through the Anchorage and Mat-Su 
Boroughs. The prime need was in the Willow/Talkeetna areas. Hams were in operation 
in many places, Red Cross HQS in Anchorage, Wasilla Fire Station, Willow Community 
Center, Susitna Valley High School, Talkeetna Airport, Willow Airport, Wasilla 
Airport, operating on 2 meter, HF both fixed and mobile. One station in Fairbanks was 
monitoring the whole operation just standing by if needed. I know that there are 
many locations that were manned that I have not mentioned. Some day I know we will 
have a completed list of everyone involved. KL7GID of Big Lake has many tapes re- 
cording the entire communications net. Fortunately such a communications net was 
not needed in the Seward area although several Hams got through to Seward and were 
on the air if needed. See Prez Sez for comments on Seward. All in all the Ham 
Community did a tremendous job and they all deserve a Big Hand. Total damage came 
in at approximately $28 million. Both road and rail traffic was stopped North and 
south from Anchorage. At the peak of disaster 74 Ham operators were being used.
